A Bill 


To penalise the divulging of the contents of confidential Government 

documents. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled. That whoever, 
without authority, shall willfully and knowingly furnish, communicate, 
divulge, or publish to any person, in whole or in part, copies or the 
contents, substance, purport, effect, or meaning of any file, instru- 
letter, memorandum, book, pamphlet, paper, document, manuscript, 
SSstp. picture, plan, record, or ether writing in the custody of the 
Tmited States, or of any agency, officer, or employee thereof, declared 
to be secret or confidential by statute, or declared to he secret or 
ghhfidentiai by any rule or regulation of any department or agency 
pf the United States of which he has knowledge or which has been 
published, in the Code of federal Regulations or in the federal 
Register, shall be fintfd not more than Bg.OOO or imprisoned for not more 
than two years, or both. The provisions of this section are in addition 
to, and do not superaede, other laws 


Bee, 2, The head^pf any executive department, independent estab- 
lishment, or other agency may authorize the disclosure of information 
jpt declared to be secret or confidential by statute in the custody of 
b£s department, establishment, or agenoy to particular persons or classes c 
$f persons or to the public geberally. The previsions of section 1 of this 
Act shall npt apply to disolosures so authorised.
